Report of School Board. 


Another school year has slipped away and in many ways it 
has been a good, profitable year and in many ways not 
what we could wish. Quarantine sadly interfered with the 
work for several weeks in three different schools and faithful, 
interested teachers with ambitious pupils had to lay by their ? 
work at two different times of the year. 

Pine Grove school was taught. the first few weeks of the 
spring term by Miss Plaisted of Jefferson and when the school 
was, re-opened, Miss Merle Bishop of Whitefield was the uew 
teacher and finished the year most acceptably to all, and thore is 
a unanimous eall for her return next year. 

The Middle school was taught the entire year by M. Efflo 
Howe of our own town in a most commendable and up-to-date 
manner, every detail of school work being attended to faithfully, 
The pupils made great progress under her efficient leadership. 

Cherry Mountain school was taught the entire year by Miss 
Charlotte Horan of Jefferson. This school, although very small, 
is bright and interesting and the map drawing and exercises in 
hygiene and language were excellent. 

The Twin Grammar school was taught the first six weeks of 
the spring term by Miss Alice Horan of Jefferson and after the 
removal of the quarantine Mrs. Mary Burns of this town, a 
former teacher, completed the school year. The Roll of Perfect 
Attendance was large. 

Twin Primary was taught by Mrs. Florence J. Allen, a well 
known teacher here, for the first weeks of the spring term and the 
year was completed by Miss Mamie Whalen of this town, who 
has been a popular teacher at Fabyans for the two previous years. 
Her pupils made excellent progress and her order and discipline 
were of the best. The first term of the yearshe taught at Fabyans 
and hersister, Miss Gertrude Whalen, taught there the rest of the 
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year. This school is one of the banner ones of our town in good 
attendance, deportment and progress. 

Of this fine group of teachers three were graduates of Jeffer- 
son High School, one of Littleton and two of Whitefield High 
School. All but two had had previous experience, but these two 
did conscientious and satisfactory work. 

We have found attendance very good this past year and the 
services of a truant officer not required. Patriotic and hygienie 
instruction thoroughly imparted and schoolrooms kept neat and 
tidy and excellent blackboard work in nearly every room. 

Again and again we have urged parents to visit the schools 
and see the work of their children and those who have the care 
and control of them six hours per day. Look over their examina- 
tion papers, see for yourselves whetlier the teachers are mere 
figureheads or working for your children’s best good. Many chil- 
dren complete their education at the common district school, so it 
‘Stands to reason’’ that the best is none too good for them.
